CHINA FIRMS 


Big New Super Factory 
Contemplated 


It is officially announced that the 
£1,000,000 ching merger at Longton, 
Staffordshire, is now an accomplish- 
ed fact. Twenty firms will be in- 
cluded in the new company, which 
will be known us the English China 
Ltd. 

The building of a “super factory” 
ix contemplated, und many of the 


existing works will then be closed. 
A site for the new works is already 
in view. 

Great savings will be effected in 
overhead charges and in manufactur- 
ing and selling costs. Skilled chem- 
ists, technical potters and designers 
will be employed, and production 
will cover all classes of ware, from 
highest grade to mass-produced 
china. It is believed that the new 
company will employ more opera- 
tives than the present firms, and 
complete reassurance is given to em- 
ployees. 

The vendors have the option of 
taking cash or part carh and part 
shares in consideration of the pur- 
chase. Other firms are expected to

WOMEN’S PLACE IN THE 
GOSPELS 


CHARACTER STUDIES IN A 
NEW BOOK 

Character studies of women whose 
stories are relaicd in’ the four 
Gospels have been made by Miss A. 
Christiteh in a comprehensive book 
she has compiled (“The Women of 
the Gospel.” Burns, Oates, and 
Washbourne, Ltd, 28. 6.). 

“Throughout the pages of the four 
Gospels” states Miss Christiteh, 
“there is no record of a woman's 
rejecting the word of Chri.i, nor are 
we told of any woman taking part 
in the moral und physical torlures 
inflicted Him during His 
Pagsion. 

“There can be doubt that 
women were ingluded in the crowds 
mentioned by the four Wvangelists 
as following the Divine Master dur- 
ing His ministry. Matthew (xiv. 
21) tells us that the multitude 
which had caten of the five loaves 
and two fishes, miraculously multi- 
plied in the desert, numbered 6,000 
men besides women and vhildren.” 

‘In Chapter XU. Verse 27, Luke 
speaks of a ‘certain woman from 
the crowd lifting up ber voice,” and 
the various arcounts of the cures 
effected by the Redeemer reveal that 
women were usnal ameng His tol- 
lowing. 

“Again, who but the mothers in 
the crowd would have brought

them?. Thus we see that women 
ever sought to be in His vicinity and 
to liaten tu His teaching.”

IN THE -WILDS 


| Value Of Motor 
Transport 


The question of tramsport has 
ever been of the greatest importance 
to the development of the world. It 
is in many cases, at the regent 
time, the most serious question to be 
solved in the se tlement of the lJarge, 
so-called, waste spaces of the earth. 
The problem varies with the phy- 
sical conditions of the country, and 
naturally the economic result must 
ever be before those dealing with 
jthe matter. 

The question as to how motor 
transport can be made use of to 
further Colonial development has 
been comidered at veveral Confer- 
ences in Landon, antl the great im- 
portance of the subject to-so many 
paris of the Empire has been fully 
appreciated. The action taken by 
the Empire Marketing Board in 
making « grant for experimental 
work ig therefore most welcome, and 
has enabicd the Secretary of State 
for Dominion Affairs and for the 
Colonies to appoint a small commit- 
tev, called the Dversta Mechanical 
Transport Directing Committee, to 
deal with the vurious aspects of the 
question, and to carry out experl- 
menis in various parts of the 
Empire after preliminary tests in 
Great Britain. It is contemplated 
that the Dominions and Colonies 
will share equally with the Empire 
Marketing Board in the necessary 
expenditure. 

Tt may be taken that, in dealing 
with undeveloped country, it must 
be appreciated that little money can 
he spent on road making, at all 
events in early days, The interest 
on any capital expended has to be 
considered in the economic cost of 
unit transpo-t. and at first will not 
be spread over a large amount of 
traffic. 

The problem is one which varies 
not only in every part of the world, 
but often in every few miles of a 
journey. 

The question of gradient is one 
which must also be considered. The 
Committee feel that this should not, 
as a general rule, be steeper than 
about 1 in 16, and If the direct road 
is steeper tha 1 this, @ detour should 
be made to avoid the hill or to make 
an easier path over it. Natural 
objects, such aa rivers, have to be 
considered. and these present pecu- 
liar problema in every case, for it 
may be taken that any bridge 
would have to be of the simplest and 
cheapest design. . 

Problem of Fuel 

The problem of fuel, however, 
raises a number of points. It may 
be taken, generally, that petrol, with 
ity many advantages, in too expen- 
sive in areas far from the coast, 
from the  ecanomic standpoint. 
Alcohol has been produced from 
various substances in a number of 
parts of the world. but is g@omewhat 

maaufacture. Re- 
use of interna)-com- 
employing heavy 
vils as fuel has made considerable 
advance, and it is perhaps to this 
substance that we are more likely 
to have to look generally. The 
Committee are enquiring carefully 
into the latest developments in 
Diesel engines. It must not be 
forgotten, however, that several 
commercial vehicles have been run 
with producer gas generated from 
coke or charcoal. The latter is 
available in a number of parts of 
the world, but the development of 
this means of propulsion is not as 
yet very far advanced. An 
engine develops less power on gas 
than it does on petrol, and the plant 
iis somewhat bulky. as is also the 
‘euel itself, which would necessitate 
carrying comiderable bulk with 
loss of space or the provision of a 
large number of fuelling stations. 
The matter, however, is one which | 
will reouire investigation. 

It will be known to all that excel- 
lent work has been done by the 
employment of “caterpillar tracks,” 
which are largely used in 
tiechanica! warfare vehicles. They 
alloy of very wonderful per- 
formance over rough ground and 
across country. ‘but although their 
development js progressing rapidly 
the question of cost has to be care- 
fully considered.—Sir Henry Fowler 
in Engineering.

Repairs

seale will certainly be necessary soon- 
er or later.

quite a simpl= and inexpensive matter | 


with the Avel.rg Cold Patching Outfit, 
which, by chabling the surveyor to 
maintain his reads in perfect condition, 
will delay coosiderably the necessity 
for large-= repairs, With it two 
men can putch a considerable Jength of 
road in the shortes: possible time with 
the minimum of elort and without 
wasting emulsion, for only the actual 
quantity required for immediate use is 
exposed to the atmosphere. 

The outfit cons of a mild steel 
cylindrical container with an air-tight 
cover, a streng metal box for granite 
chippings or other small road material 
and a tray for any necessary tools, all 
mounted on a strong steerable wheeled 
carriage. The container, which will 
take any standard 30-galion drum, is 
mounted on trunnions and can be tip- 
ped for easy loading or turned over 
und over. The drum, when inside the 
container, is held firmly by angle iron 
supports and o screw clamp operated 
by a hand-wheel on the outside of the 
cover. 

When hermetically sealed in the con- 
tainer, the drum is ripped open by a 
cutting tool operated by an external 
iever. The emulsion then flows into 
the container, and can be drawn off 
through a lever valve as required. 
The small quantity of air that can be 
admitted through the air cock in the 
cover to prevent air lock is insufficient 
to injure the emulsion. To ensure 
that it shall be thoroughly mixed, after 
standing or in cold weather, the con- 
tainer should be revolved several times 
before drawing off. When locked in 
the upright position, a spreading can 
be pushed right under the valve of the 
container, thus avoiding all wastage 
from spilling.

GOLD EMBARGO 


May Be Lifted in Japan 
in May 
FOUR PER CENT. LOAN 


Tokyo, Yesterday. 

The Finance Minister, speaking 
to the Press declared that as the 
negotiations for the conversion of 
the British four per cent. loan of 
22,000,000 yen were redeemable in 
1931, they must be opened next July 
to release the gold embargo. it 
ought to be effected prior to that, 
however, as both Britain and 
America were adverse to grant- 
ing loans to countries without free 
gold. Business circles conclude 
therefore, that the embargo will 
be Hfted in April or May, when 
the country’s foreign trade usual- 
ly begins to show a favourable 
balance. —Reuter.
